'J'hero  was  no  excessive  or  unusual  mortality  during  the  yeaa-  ealling 
for  comment.  The  stillbirtli  I’ate  may  be  disiegardc'd,  as  D'O  flgui-es 
are  sc  small  that  the  rate  must  vary  widely  from  year  to  j'ear. 

Sixty-six  deaths  were  attributed  to  <liseases  of  the  circulatory 
system,  13  to  Pneumonia,  2 to  Tuberculosis,  and  13  to  Cancer.  The 
low  Tuberculosis  figure  is  satisfactory.

Three  deaths  occurred  as  follows: — 1 fi-iom  Rncncho-Pneumionia.  laiud 
Whooping  Cough,  aged  1 yeair ; 1 from  Influenzal  Rrenclio-iPneumonia 
complicating  Pulmonairy  T.B.  (this  case  occurred  in  vour  Di.stnct,  and 
is  one  of  the  two  tubercidous  deaths  recorded);  a third  from  Peritonitis 
simulating  Enteric  Fever.  The  oliservation  cases  included  a severe 
quinsy,  a iion-diphtheritic  Laryngitis,  contacts  of  sca.rlet  fever  cases  with 
sore  tliroats  but  no  rash.  'I  he  mumps  cases  were  all  nur.se.s  from  tho 
Devizes  and  District  Hospital.  As  will  be  evident  from  the  above  toJile. 
a nunilrer  of  cases,  siome  for  obsemation , others  not  statutorily  notiflablei 
but  infectious,  were  usefull.y  admitted.  Without  the  new  Cubicle  Rlock 
this  could  not  have  been  done.

'fhe  supply  is  sjatLsfactoi'y  in  quality  and  quantity,  and  the  reserve 
capacity  is  such  that  an  increase  in  consumption  of  five  times  more  than 
the  present  figure  could  be  adequately  supplied. 

.Special  safeguards  are  talceii  by  the  "Water  Engineer  (Mr.  Drabble) 
to  assure  the  purity  of  the  supply.  Among  the  iireeautions  taken  the 
following  ai’e  typical  examples;  — 

(i)  Almost  continual  sampling  is  cai  ried  out  at  numerous  points  on 
the  forty  miles  of  mains. 

(,ii)  IVoikmen  employed  on  uork  at  the  borehole  and  reservoir  have 
had  a blood  test  to  ascertain  that  they  arc  not  likely  to  con- 
taminate the  supply  by  acting  as  a “ Carrier  ” for  any  disease. 

(iii)  An  adequate  suppl.v  of  chlorine  is  kept  at  the  Pumping  Station, 
and  u.sed  after  any  operations,  atl,justments.  repaii’s,  etc., 
affecting  the  supj)ly. 

(iv)  All  main  extensions  are  chlorinated  for  a considerable  period 
after  hrst  coming  into  use. 

In  many  other  small  matters  precautions  a.re  taken,  and  I feel 
certain  that  so  long  as  these  methods  continue  the  uatei-  comsumers 
attachcM,l  to  the  Great  Cheverell  supply  a, re  assured  of  a constant 
vigilance  a.s  to  the  purity  of  the  nater  tlu'y  drijdi.

SOUK'  parishes,  notably  St'cud.  I am  not  at  Oil  satisfied  with  the  genci-al 
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piintv.  It  ciumot  lie  too  .stroay;l,v  siressod  iliat  tlio  iiici-oasinj^  uso  of 
nifiiii’wator  supplier  will  kiul  to  I'lirtlior  clotpriornto  the  rpiality  of  sltiallow 
well  water  in  spite  of  any  precautions  taken.

79  Crow  11  pro])ertie.s  in  tiu‘  llishops  C’anniiigs  area  were  afso 
inspected  ; though  three  of  thcsi'  properties  were  ,so  unfit  as  to  obviously 
demand  demolition,  lUianv  were  in  a had  state*  of  repair,  lu'tding  extensive 
reconditioning  and  in  seine  cases  the  provision  of  ee-.sential  amenities. 

Schedules  of  rejiairs  neech'rl  wi're  made  out  and  sent  to  the  Crown 
Agents  in  October,  193S. 

Official  representatiioiis  on  the  Clea.ra.nce  Art>as  were  made  to  the 
Council  on  December  6th,  and  application  made  to  the  .Ministry  of  Health 
for  confirmation.  Of  th(*se  areas,  twiy  |}rtsented  difficult  problems.  At 
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I’otfcoi  no  liiittx,  10  closely  iiitc  rloc'ki'tl  pi'optM’ties  in  cliltercnt  o\\  nei  sJiip 
on  n vei-y  restricted  site,  with  renr  iinarters  Inwlly  vcntilati'd  and  lifrlited, 
could  only  bo  dealt  with  in  tins  way. 

Another  lai-geia^rea  comprised  a p,roup  of  14  <lwtllinfi;s  again  generally 
inferlockcd,  and  situated  at  the  Markel  Place,  Market  Taivington.  The.se 
[iroperties  all  sulfered  Irmn  disrepair  and  lacked  ('ssential  nieeds.
